WASHINGTON—-Democrat senators re­ 
turning to Washington for the hot coo- 
grchsional sexton find that th* Hepubll- 
u,ns aren t the only people troubled with 
rumblings of revolt. There are also rum b- 
,mg, against the handsome young senate 
minority leader. Lyndon Johnson of Texas. 
For the first time. Lyndon has lost thi 
support of the man who made him—ex- 
spcaker Sam Rayburn. 
To those who used to watch Lyndon in 
Sam R a y b u r n ’s office in the days when he 
was a young congressman, this is almost 
unbelievable.

M eanwhile hi.- form er young disciple, age 
only 45. went his own way. 
He made more 
than ISO speeches all over Texas, but he 
made them for Lyndon, not for the Demo­ 
cratic party which his onetime mentor was 
trying to cement. 
Privately, Rayburn has had plenty to 
say about this. 
He’s even been willing to 
ag* oe to the appropriateness of the Jo h n ­ 
son nickname, ‘‘Lyin’ Down,” Lyndon.

Sam isn’t built that way. 
However, various .senators 
are

things about Lyndon.

W onder Metal' Titanium Stirs 
Senate W onder Over Scarcities

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — Ti 
canium, which has been called the 
"w onder m etal.'* is now emerging 
from a Senate investigation as the 
‘‘fantastic m etal.’’ 
Adequate supplies of it are the 
key to whether Russia or the U. 
S might win a World War III, De­ 
fense Departm ent officials admit. 
It’s 58 per cent lighter 
t h a n 
stainless steel, 
about 
five times 
stronger than aluminum 
and ex­ 
trem ely resistant to heat and cor­ 
rosion. But only a trickle of about 
200 tons per year 
is being pro­ 
duced today, whereas plane mak­ 
ers say they alone could use 250.- 
000 tons annually if it were avail­ 
able. 
Uncertainty 
over an 
adequate 
future supply of titanium 
is said 
to have stalled scores of 
new de­ 
signs of 
superfast 
planes 
and 
guided 
m issiles on Idle 
drawing 
boards. 
The Army’s need for titanium is 
second only to 
that of the 
Air 
Force. Ordnance experts say 
that 
titanium could be used 
in 
just 
about every large piece of equip­ 
ment w'hich 
the 
Army 
has. 
It 
could be used to make tanks 
and 
other weapons 
up to 40 per 
cent 
lighter, 
or much stronger. Use of 
titanium in its base has 
already 
changed the 81 mm. m ortar 
from 
s two-man to a one-man weapon, 
for exam ple.

B y K it H A R D K L E IN E R 
N E W Y O R K — 'N E A i — Since 
television sets began winking on, 
prophets oI doom have been s a y ­

gloom-mongers were sure that no­ 
body would read a book, witn a 
TV set handy. 
But a nation-wide survey 
by 
N E A Service shows 
that 
books 
are still being read. 
And some 
librarians and book sellers 
say 
that, in fact, TV is encouraging 
reading. 
W hile there can't be any posi­ 
tive conclusions 
drawn on what 
Hie picture-box has done 
to the 
book business, the survey points 
to some widespread trends. Such 
as: 
1. Although 
library 
card-hold- 
ers m a y or ma> not be going up. 
book withdrawals are very defin­ 
itely on the increase in most pub- ; 
lie libraries. 
2. Retail sales of books are on ' 
the upgrade, too. But retail book­ 
sellers say that much of this 
is 
due to the paper-bound books. 
3 Sales and withdrawals of fic­ 
tion are down, but the non-fiction 
field is booming. 
4. Any mention of a book 
on 
television is almost autom atically 
followed by a demand 
for 
the 
book in libraries and book stores. 
5. Sim ilarly, any TV program 
dealing with a 
controversial 
or 
provocative subject brings about 
an immediate demand for books 
on that subject.

Bu t the stocks of leading A m er­ 
ican corporations su rvived it all 
and approached the end of 1953 
w ith a surprising bounce ahead. 


There are some 2,300 stocks of 
corporations listed for trading on 
the N ew York Stock Exchange and 
the Am erican Stock Exchange in 
N ew York plus 
hundreds more 
listed 
on regional exchanges at 
Toronto and Chicago 
and 
San 
Francisco and elsewhere. 


That, broadly, is w hat is known 


as 
the 
Stock M arket w ith the 


stocks 
owned 
b y 
m illions 
of 


Am ericans 
and 
Canadians 
and 


traded freely on the exchanges. 


The value of all stocks listed 
for trading on the N ew York Stock 
Exchange, for example, comes to 
better than 117 billion dollars at 
current prices. 
The net decline 
in that total since the first of the 
year has been less than 3 per cent. 
That is a good measure of the 
o\ er-all stability of the stock m ar­ 
ket 
during the trying times of 
1953. N aturally some stocks re­ 
acted violently during the year 


a n d now show wide gains or loss­ 
es as compared w ith a year ago. 


Those individual reactions rep­ 
resent the 
adjustm ent 
that the 


economy of the nation itself has 
gone through in meeting the re­ 
sponsibilities 
of 
w ar 
and 
the 


challenge of peace. 


And what about the great bear > 
m arket? W ell, we are in it now, at t 
least technically, 
and we hare 
been all year, it seems. 
A bear market is one that fol­ 
lows a long-term downw ard trend. 
A bull market, on the other hand 
is one that follows a

upward trend. They got their col­ 
orful names from newspaper car­ 
toons 
showing 
bulls and bears j 
fighting without quarter in W all 
Street. The symbol grew to be a

Rut you must look at this year’s 


bear m arket against the big pic­ 
ture of the stock market.

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Greenland Has Much More 
Than Eskimos And Igloos 


Until a few years ago, moss peo­ 
ple thought of Greenland 
as 
a 
never-never land inhabited by a 
few Eskimos whose main occupa­ 
tion seemed to be building igloos 
and hunting seals. Of course, the 
Danes, who had a vital interest 
in the 
country 
since 
Denmark 
owned it. knew that civilization 
slowly but 
steadily 
was 
taking 
over. 
The first real bell ringer point­ 
ing out this progress to the world 
at large was the news of the gi­ 
gantic U. S 
strategic Air Force 
base at 
Thule 
on 
Greenland’s 
Craggy north-west coast—built at 
an estimated cost of $263,000,000 
under 
understandably 
adverse 
conditions. 
But the real sign that Green- 
lan 1 would someday be a stopping 
place for people other than Eski­ 
mos, military flyers and “ explor­ 
ers” came just last fall when two 
Scandinavian 
Airliners 
System 
DC-6B's flew from Los Angeles j 
to Copenhagen via Thule— the first j 
commercial planes ever to fly to 
Europe on this 
new 
short-cut 
route. 
Greenland Big Place 
Now there is a strong possibili­ 
ty that Scandinavian and other 
airlines some day soon 
will 
be 
making regular hops 
to 
Europe 
via Greenland and a lot of Amer­ 
icans who’ve classified this region 
as just as remote as the headwat­ 
ers of the Amazon are going to 
have a close up look-see. There’s 
only one trouble: they won’t be 
seeing those story-book igloos un­ 
less they want to take a side trip 
behind a team of huskies. Also, 
there’s a good chance they won’t 
see anything because 
the 
sun 
turns off for four months every 
winter. 
So, if you make your “ explora­ 
tion” to the icy wastes and wind 
up seeing nothing more than some 
lights glistening around the air­ 
fields, heres some information to 
use for your “ exploration” story 
when you get back home. 
Greenland Is a big place, and 
there’s plenty of elbow room. Ifs 
840,000 square miles making it 
the world’s biggest island— if you 
count Australia as 
a 
continent. 
But so far, it hasn’t been very 
popular— there are 
only 
18,000 
people (same as Bogalusa, La.) 
taking up all this space 
(four 
times that of France). Of course, 
a lot of this space is advised as 
a good foundation for a bungalow 
(the whole interior 
is 
covered 
by a piece of ice up to 2 miles 
thick). And only the Eskimos are 
expert igloo manufacturers. 
Red And Yellow’ Houses 
Five sixths of Greenland lies 
under 
this 
tremendous ice-cap, 
built by millions of years of steady 
snowfalls unbroken by summer or 
thaw. The whole interior is so 
covered, except for a few scatter­ 
ed ice-free summits, which is why 
all the settlements of any size 
are on the coast. These settlements 
are divided in two classes: the 
“ colony” with anything up to 1,200 
w hi:h boasts a couple of hundred 
people clustered around the gen­ 
eral store. 
The colonies— of which there are 
a dozen—all resemble each other. 
The red and yellow’ houses are of 
wood, and there is a small church, 
a school, a hospital, a warehouse- 
and fish depot and perhaps some 


' government buildings. The larg­ 
er settlements have regular sys­ 
tems of roads 
and 
automobiles, 
j radio stations and modern electric 
light systems. 
In the south, the land is amaz- 
! ingly luxuriant, and there is a 
great variety of flowers— although 
no trees. This lushness

nate because 
the 
short,

months-long summer doesn’t al­ 
low 
much time for crops. Land

Seals 
have been getting scarce, so you 
don’t see too many men going out 
with their harpoons and Kayak or 
edging up on his prey behind a 
snow-white gun rest. 
Now the Eskimos arc taking off 
in small motor boats and pulling 
in cod—-fortunately 
the 
w’ater 
temperature got warmer bringing 
the cod further north about the 
time the seal decided to vamoose. 
Shrimp and prawn are also becom­ 
ing big business, and some quick 
freezing and canning factories are I 
now in operation. There are also j 
large cryolite mines at Ivigut, and 
modern machinery harvests the in- j 
secticide night and day.
